The War Department has just made 


public a comparative statement of the 
results of the last Indianapolis auto- 
mobile 
race and compared 
to the 


New York-Toronto and transcontinen- 
tal aetiai races. 


The Indianapolis race was for 500 


miles, 33 machines started, and 15 
finished or 45 per cent. The average 
speed was 88 miles per hour and the 
"fatalities numbered three. 


The New York-Toronto rac£ was for 


1,042 miles, 52 machines started and 
30 finished, or 58 per cent. The aver- 
age speed was 128 miles per hour and 
ihere were no fatalities. 


The transcontinental race was for 


2,710 miles, 62 machines started and 
31 finished, JOT 50 per cent. The aver- 
age speed waa 120 miles per hour and 
there were seven fatalities. 


Moreover there was expert service 


available for the automobile at -all 
times, which was not true for the air- 
planes.

The aver­ 
age speed was 128 miles per hour and 
there were no fatalities. 
The transcontinental race was for 
2,710 miles, 62 machines started and 
31 finished, or 50 per cent. The aver­ 
age speed was 120 miles per hour and 
there were seven fatalities.
